I  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  Teignmouth  Port  Health  Authority 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1969. 

I  have  become  increasingly  aware  of  the  dangers  of  importing  rabid 
animals  via  the  coasting  traffic  which  use  Ports  such  as  Teignmouth.  I 
have  been  in  contact  with  the  Customs  and  Excise  and  also  with  the  Police 
and  it  would  seem  that  it  is  a  near  impossibility  for  the  present  policing 
arrangements  to  ensure  that  no  animal  could  be  brought  ashore  from  one  of 
these  vessels.  Many  such  ships  carry  pet  dogs  and  cats  and  if  we  are  to  be 
quite  sure  that  no  animals  are  illegally  imported,  either  by  intent  or  by 
accident,  it  would  seem  essential  that  the  International  Regulations  should 
be  strengthened  to  make  sure  that  susceptible  pets  should  not  be  carried 
aboard  these  ships.
